Mere l>oy# have often shown the 
greatest heroism in the face of peril, 
both on and off the battlefield. How 
many know the story' of the little Brit­ 
ish bugler who accompanied Colonel 
Rennie’s column in lh** disastrous ad­ 
vance against Genera! Jackson’s in- 
trenehmonts at New Orleans a hun­ 
dred years ago? 
A Withering fire of cannon and mus­ 
ketry greeted the British troops as 
they charger! the American redoubt—a 
fire that for deadly accuracy has rare­ 
ly been equaled. 
The young bugler at once climbed 
into a small tree and straddled a limb. 
From this conspicuous position he con­ 
tinued to sound the vibrant call to the 
charge. Cannon balls ami bullets killed 
scores of men beneath him and even 
tore away branches of the tree in 
which he sat. But above the thunder 
of the artillery, the rattling of mus­ 
ketry aud all the din of strife tho shrill 
music, blown with ail the power of the 
little fellow’s lungs, rose unceasing.

DO FLYIN G FISH FLY?

Science Thinks Not, but Many 
servers Say They Do. 
Th" much mooted question, “Do Hy­ 
ing li.sh fly?” is discussed by William 
A Hingham in the Nautical Magazine. 
The orthodox scientific opinion is that 
the **wiugs” of the (lying fish merely 
serve as a parachute to sustain the fish 
for a brief jjerlod in tho air utter he 
has launched himself out of the water 
by a powerful screwlike movement of 
his tail.
